Anna B. Harris of Indianapolis 


Against Carthage Man. 


OUTGROWTH OF AUTO M ISHAP 


Little Girl Run Down by Floyd Miller 


in Indianapolis in 1913 as She 


Got Off Street Car, 


The first jury trial of the present’ 
term of court started this morning 
when the damage suit of Anna M. 
Harris, by her next friend, Ida B. 
Harris, against 
Floyd 
Miller, was 
called. 
The plaintiff is a resident of 
Indianapolis arid the defendant is a 
well known citizen of Carthage. The 
plaintiff demands $10,000 for per­ 
sonal injuries alleged to have been 
received when slu* was run over by 
Miller's automobile in Indianapolis. 


The 
accident 
occurred in June, 
1913, at the corner of Illinois 
and 
Washington 
street, 
Indianapolis. 
Anna Harris, according to the com­ 
plaint, stepped from a car at this 
corner and was struck by the auto 
driven by the defendant. 
She nl- 
eges negligence on the part of the 
defendant and states that she was 
permanently injured in the accident. 


The complaint alleges that Miller 
violated a city ordinance in running 
too close to the street car. 
Tt is 
tated that the little girl was knoek- 
e«l down and one wheel passed over 
her body. 
Little difficulty was 
had 
in obtaining a jury as the case was 
not widely known over the county. 
Hie first evi«lenee 
was introduced 
this morning. 
The defense 
main­ 
tains that had the Harris girl her­ 
self use«l reasonable care she would 
not have been hit hv the machine 
md it Was stated in the opening talk 
to the jury that evidence would 
bo 
introduced to show that she did not 
ook to the right or left in getting off 
the ear. 


The «lefense stated that (lie city 
mlinance was not violated as it is 
directly contrary to the state law. 
Hie first witness 
for the plaintiff 
was David Remler, a chauffeur, who 
was driving a machine directly be- 
hiiul tlie Miller auto. 
He stated that 
the girl got off the ear almost from 
the center and was not positive as to 
the position of the auto. 
He stated 
that lie believe«! Miller was not run­ 
ning over two or three miles an hour 
when the accident occurred. 
He was 
not positive as t«v whether Miller was 
ilready ¡it the crossing when the ca * 
pulled up or not. 
His wife was in 


the machine with him and also testi­ 


fied.

were set on (ire by 
bursting 
shells 
but there were very few 
fatalities 
among the inhabitants owing to the 
fact that the German fire on the city 
was mostly shrapnel. 
The 
inhabi­ 
tants had taken refuge in 1 he cellars 
and were our of harm s way. 
To fhis 
is attributable the fact 
that 
there 
were no serious losses. 
The Freneii guns erew were abso­ 
lutely unaffected by the fire and the 
infantry, waiting the orders to go 
forward, were very cheerful. 
The 
Tip'cos 
(The 
French 
Algerian 
troops) 
were hard to keep in cheek. 
They have an utter disregard of d an ­ 
ger ami when the orders finally came 
to charge, drove forward recklessly, 
their laughter rising over the sound 
of 
musketry. 
Their one ambition 
seems to be a desire to outstrip the 
French regulars in the charge. 
The French arm y Organization is 
marvelously 
Compact and 
efficient. 
The cavalry, infantry, artillery ami 
supply 
trains work coolly in close 
formation, without a hitch or without 
trace of excitement. 
The traditional 
excitable Latin temperament was no­ 
where in evidence, so fa r as I could 
see. 
The officers were coolly frater­ 
nizing with their 
men, 
overseeing 
their food and keeping their ammui- 
tion replenished. 
This was in m ark­ 
ed contrast with the brutal methods 
of the German officers which have 
been reported from all parts of the 
lighting line. 
The French commissary is simply 
wonderful. 
It is maintained very 
close 
to the fighting line. 
Not a 
single moment is lost in moving food 
supplies and ammunition as need­ 
ed. 
The drivers of the supply trains 
smoked their cigarettes, read news­ 
papers and sang while awaiting or­ 
ders to move forw ard to the front. 
My talks with the officers of the 
French and British forces convinces 
me that the Germans have sustained 
a crushing reverse but that thcv are 
still far from having been c »mpleteiv 
defeated. 
Regardless of the large 
number of prisoners and the enor­ 
mous quantities o f supplies that have 
fallen into French and British hands 
the Germans are retiring in com par­ 
atively good order. 
Their lines gen­ 
erally remain unbroken. 
Their de­ 
feat of 
course will necessitate the 
organization of the entire German 
arm y and many of the officers with 
whom 1 talked expressed the belief 
that this will take place behind the 
German frontier. 
The German forces were obviously 
exhausted by their inarches which 


I nothing in reserve when the allies 
assumed the offensive along the lines 
I of battle previously ¡-elected by Gen­ 
eral Joffre and Sir .John French. The 
Herman armv on defense is infinitely

I inferior to the German army on of­ 
fense. 
Every officer with whom I 
talked agreed to this and this fact 
is very likely to have a most import­ 
ant result on the ultimate outcome 
oi the war. 


At 
Sois.-ons, after the Germans 
abandoned their position, 1 counted 
145 used shells about a disabled Ger­ 
man gun. 
This shows the rapidity 
of the German tire. 
/ 
Between 
Meaux 
and Soissons I 
passed nine deserted burned 
aitlo 
trucks and their trailers loaded with 
ammunition that had been exploded 
and abandoned. 
The roads were al­ 
so littered with German small arms 
and impediments, which -bowed h o w 
precipitate had been the German re­ 
treat. 
West of Chateau Thierry 1 saw 
many of the Paris auto-bus-es with 
farm wagons 
attached as 
trailers 
crossing the field gathering up the 
French and German dead. 
P e a san t- 
have been pressed into service and 
are reverently burying the dead in 
long trenches which they 
Have dug. 
Soldiers detailed for that puipo- 
eolleet the metal identification tags 
and their valuables which will be r e ­ 
turned to their friends in happier 
days to come. 
The* officers are buried in separate 
trenches and all are marked with 
crosses. 
The stench of the p u trity ­ 
ing corpses 
detectable miles away 
from the battlefields. 
Officers and surgeons who haw 
inspected the bodies of the slain art 
surprised to find that more than halt 
have been killed by artillery fire in­ 
dicating that the field gun- have La 
outstripped the riiies as man kiliei- 
in this war.

Marne h a s erased from French mem­ 
ories the nightmare of 187b. 
Officers

due to the numerical superiority of 
the Germans and that France’s fight­ 
ing spirit F still supreme.

Nish, Sept. 14.— The Servian a r ­ 
mies which last week occupied (Vio­ 
lin after a brilliant bayonet charge 
in which 10,9 00 Austrians were killed 
or wounded today began a 
march 
toward Peterwardein in an affort to 
open the plains of Hungary. 
It is stated here that the Servians 
are now working 
in 
co-operation 
with the Russian general staff on 
plans which contemplate the capture 
of Budapest. 
The Servians are now 
in Slavonia in great force. 
They are 
reported as being received with great 
enthusiasm bv the natives the large 
per eeutage of whom are Slavs, 
it 
i- intended to capture Peterwardein 
as soon as possible and establish 
headq uarters there after which the 
Danube will be crossed and on an 
advance made directly on Budapest
